same manner that some ailments portend wet 
weather by increased pain. Persons of delt- 
cate nervous temperament, when the weather 
is foggy, and the atmosphere oppressed with 
moisture, often aver that they become more 
cheerful when the tide is high. On the other 
handy the clear-minded Ulbers, in a lecture 
on this subject, stated that in a prolonged 
and extensive medical practice, he had never 
pereeivyed the slightest variation in any 
way connected with the moon. Evenlunacy, 
which derives its.very name from our ‘satel- 
lite, has of late years (in its original sense of 
a mania dependent upon or caused by certain 
lunar phases) been pronounced a fallacy, an 
utterly unfounded superstition. 

‘The lunar influence on vegetable economy, 
is another interesting branch of inquiry, in 
which some progress has been made of late 
years. ‘There appears to be no reason to 
doubt that the moon exerts an influence on 
the growth of plants. ‘here are certain 
nights called by farmers “ growing nights.” 
from the great progress perceived in the 
growth of vegetables. This is particularly 
perceptible in such rapidly increasing plants 
as peas, cucumbers, and Indian corn, It is 
well-known that all fruits ripen sooner when 
exposed to the full lunar effulgence, than when 
deprived of it. A gentleman who was en- 
gaged for thirty years in cutting timber in 
Demerara and the neighboring shores of the 
American continent, published a paper in the 
Annals of Philosophy, in which it is stated 
that trees cut in the full of the moon, are in- 
ferior to those'felled at its opposite phase, 
because they are much sooner attatked by 
worms, are more liable to rot, and will split 
spontaneously at certain periods after their 
fall. ‘lhe writer of the article in the Review 
was informed by an intelligent farmer, that 
he had often noticed, while peeling oak bark 
for the tanneries, that at some parts of the 
month this was very difficult, at others com- 
paratively easy. ‘This he was inclined to 
refer to the action of the moon on the sap. 
Dupois, in his “ Travels in Terra Firma,” 
tells us that the planters of equatorial South 
America, pay strict regard to the position of 
the moon, in sowing and reaping their crops. 

Equally curious are the lunar influences on 


..a{ the animal economy... Tt is well authenti- 


cated, that if the flesh of an animal lately 
killed be exposed to the light of the full 
moon, at certain seasons, in a few hours it 
will be a mass of corruption ; while another 
piece of the same annimal, deposited near, 
but protected from the rays, will remain 
perfectly sound. The American Indian, it 
is said, always shields his game from the 
moon’s eflulgence. 

The moon has. also something to do with 
those internal convulsions which make our | 
earth tremble under us, and sometimes swal- 
low cities in their mighty throes. ‘I'his idea 
has been entertained tor more than a century, 
but it is only within the last year that the 
facts has been satisfactory established, by the 

j researches of a French savant, M. Alexis 
Perry, who has shown that earthquakes are 


its perigee, hut diminish when towards its 
apogee. 

From this rapid survey of the present state 
of our knowledge concerning lunar influences 
it is evident that there is yet much to be 
learned on this subject, as well as some things 
to be unlearned. ‘Lhe field of inquiry is a 
broad and interesting one, and will doubtless 
receive the measure of attention to which it 
is entitled.—V. E. Larmer. 


Summer Beverages. 


As the warm season is near at hand, when 


Mour appetites will naturally require some 


beverage that is satisfying and agreeable 
when athirst, I wish to give to the farming 
readers of the Cultzvator a few recipes for 
making healthful, cheap and agreeable drinks 
for the summer season, which I know from 
experience to be excellent for the purpose. 
The first is known by the name of seidlitz 
powders ; these powders are absolutely invalu- 
able ; they are excellent for all derangements 
of the bowels, liver, kidneys, costiveness, &c., 
and if the people would use them generally, 
they would contribute largely to their general 
health. ‘They are sold at a very high price 
in the drugshops, and are frequently so old 
as to be nearly worthless; therefore, it is 
essential that we should all know how to make 
them at first cost, which is trifling. The 
ollowing is a recipe for making one powder, 
nd any number’ can be made by the same 
rule: Rochelle salts, 2 drachms; carb. soda, 
2 scruples; tartaric acid, 35 grains. — Dis- 
solve the salts and soda together in one glass, 
hen dissolve the acid in another glass, throw 
them together, and drink during the effer- 
wescence. ‘lo those who have no scales 
or weighing such small quantities, I will 
ay, that one teaspoonful of the salts will 
nswer for two drachms and a half; a tea- 
spoonful for two scruples of soda, and about 
n quarter of a teaspoonful for thirty-five 
rains of acid. 
| The’ next in order is, what I shall call a 
edicated lemonade, which is certainly a very 
agreeable and healthy beverage for the sum- 
mer season; it is made as follows: White 
sugar, one pound; tartaric acid a quarter of an 
ounce ; essence of lemon, thirty drops ; water, 
hree quarts. Mix any quantity, for more 
or less can be made by the samerule. There 
are some who prefer white sugar, but I like 
rown nearly as well. ‘Thus can a lemonade 
e manufactured without the use of lemons, 
hich in my estimation 1s far superior to that 
made from fruits, without much trouble or 
xpense. 2 
J will close this communication by giving 
few receipts for making beer. _ First, white 
spruce beer, which is made as follows: three 
pounds of loaf-sugar, four gallons of water, | 
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one ounce of ground ginger, a little lemon- 
peel, and evcugh of essence of spruce to give 
it'a flavor? wdd a cup of good yeast, and 
when fermented, bottie it close, 
delightful beverage. “Seeond, imperial gin- 
ger beer, which is made as follows: cream 
of tartar, one pound, ginger, two ounces, 


one draclim, Water six gallons, yeast half a 
“pint ; bottle and tie the cork down, 

I forgot to say-in its proper place, that in 
drinking ‘seidlitz powders, they would be 
made more palatable by putting a’spoonful 
of brown sugar into the glass with the salts 
and soda before pouring the acid on it.— 
Boston Cultivator.

Carrots»-Sugar Beets. 


If the analysis of carrots, given in the 
Jast number be remembered, the inference is 
an easy one, that carrots must be valuable as 
food for animals. Well conducted experi- 
ments have demonstrated carrots to be far 
superior to turnips and ruta bagas, as food 
for milch cows. Cows should not be fed 
wholly on. carrots, nor indeed on any one 
thing unless it be grass or some green crop ; 
but in the winter season, cows require some- 
thing more succulent than dry hay or fodder. 
If the carrots be cut with a machine for the 
purpose, and corn meal or wheat bran sprin- 
kled over them, cows will milk well on them, 
and ihe butter will be of a good color; 
neither does it impart any nauseous flavor to 
the milk. 

Carrots ‘are used now in our cities for 
horses, particularly, horses that are well 
cared for ; the circus men who generally haye 
fine horses, understand this, and they are 
willing to pay 40 to 50 cents per bushel for 
them. It is a great mistake to suppose that 
animals do not require food with innutritious 
material] in it, or a substance that cannot be 
converted into blood. ‘There are organs 
adapted to carry off the execrementitious 
matter, and if there is no such matter in the 
food, they must become. debilitated for want 
of exercise. 

But this is not.all, the adaptation of succu- 
lent food to the stomach of the herbivora 
need not be dwelt on, all experience proves 
the necessity. Cows will give more milk 
when fed on good grass, than when fed 
on dry hay, though they may have a stream 
of water running through their stables 
from which to slake their thirst, yet we can- 
not tell that the hay has lost any chemi- 
cal substance, which the grass contained ex- 
cept the water. 

Sugar beets, probably rank next to carrots 
in value, and should be planted at the present 
time, ifnot already in the ground. -'They may 
be planted in a similar manner, and my des- 
cription for planting carrots;will apply equally 
well to sugar beets. Sugar beets require 
Jess labor than carrots, as they grow more 
rapidly at the start, the leaves getting above 
the weeds can be easily hoed, besides they 
should not stand so close in the row. Car- 
rots are usually weeded by hand two or three 
times, and then thinned out so as to stand 4 
to 6 incher apart; beets should be a foot 
apart at least. Between the rows the eulti- 
vator, with a hind tooth knocked out, should 
be frequently passed: and for carrots, I have 
known asubsoil plow to be used with great 
success. The plow is run within 3 or 4 
inches of the carrots on each side of the row, 
thus making the soil loose and mellow for 
any required depth, say one foot or 18 inches, 
without disturbing the surface of the ground. 
When tt rains the water easily sinks in this 
mellow soil, and readily permeates the undis- 
turbed portion where the carrots are growing. 
In this way, they stand the drouth much bet- 
ter than they would with a mere surface cul- 
tivation. The seed both of carrots and sugar 
beets should be soaked before planting ; some 
recommend mixing a few radish seeds with 
the carrots in order to mark the rows and 
thus enable the farmer.to destroy the weeds 
before they have had time to overshadow the 
carrot plants.— Olive Branch. 
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To Maxe Fretion Soar.—Take 5 
pounds of brown soap and 10 pounds of fine 
sand. Teatthem well together over a slow 
fire; add whatever kind of scent and coloring 
that you desire; and while this is yet warm, 
make it up into quarter pound cakes, and it 
will readily sell for ten cents a cake. It is 
an excellent article for the toilet, and all 
kinds of washing, clothes excepted. It will 
cure skin diseases of every description.— 
Marion (Ind.) Republican.

Trea Harr Wasu.—An infusion of tea, 
when not too strong, is said to be very use- 
ful in preventing the hair falling off. The 
best plan is to pour boiling water on to the 
leaves after they have been’ used for a meal. 
In ten or twelve hours it may be drawn off, 
and placed in a bottle for use as required. 
A. table-spoonful of any perfumed spirits may 
be added to every half pint of the wash. It 
should be applied to the scalp with a piece 
of sponge, or a yery soft brush.

From the London Empire. 


Austin Henry. Layard. 


The name of Layard has, within the last 
| few days, reached an importance which makes 
it, more than ever,a national name. A new 
man has cast himself into the waters of poli- 
tical strife, and not alone London, not alone 
England, but Europe itself watches his 
career. A deep laid combination of .vested 
interests in the House of Commons has sought 
to extinguish him, not in the ordinary way by 
which eloquent mouths have been closed, that 
is to say by gold, but rather by violence and 
intimidation. Parliament knows swell that 
no money-bribe can calm down the independ- 
ent utterances of the member for Aylesbury ; 
it resorts, therefore, to the weapons of uproar 
and anger; and the world looks on watching 
the issue with deep interest, anxious to know 
whether Mr. Layard will fall before the wrath 
which his energy has kindled, or like the 
burning bush of truth will not pale-—mec amen 
consumabatur. 

I beg to predict that he will stand the test, 
and come forth from the ordeal. triumphant. 
I know from personal.experience the sterling 
character of the gentleman about whom | 
speak, and it is froma knowledge of his 
character that I am enabled to say a brilli- 
ant career in the region of politics awaits 
him. By no means an orator, in the classic 
sense, and by. no means a politician in the 
sense of the clubs, Mr. Layard is yet an 
honest man, a business man, a man of reso- 
lute energy, a man whom money cannot cor- 
rupt, and these are the qualities which, in 
past ages, have made the human being the 
safety of a nation, and, in a Roman sense, 
the contemporary of the gods. Neither 
Washington nor, Cromwell were orators, and 
yet they redeemed their country ; Lamertine 
was an orator, and France fell beneath his 
feet. What England wants at this critical 
moment is young, vigorous, healthy blood— 
open, generous, candid, undisguised speech— 
business, honesty action. Mr. Layard gives 
all this. Yet young in years, he stands at 
the head of the British youth, to lead this 
youth onwards to deeds of integrity and law 
ful ambition, and to prove to mankind that 
England will yet live and shall not die. 

Now it is this very business talent and 
uncompromising devotion to duty that. the 
English aristocracy, especially its Whig 
section, have sought to extinguish in the per- 
son of Mr. Layard. The Whigs ever have 
sagacity to lay their hands upon rising ability, 
and no sooner did they find that the aspiring 
youth who had raised Nineveh from the tomb 
was the object of fame, than they said, ** Let 
us secure that man.” ‘Through Lord Gran- 
ville he was, therefore, chosen to a high post 
in the Foreign-office, and through Lord 
Granville’s Whig friends he was elected mem- 
ber for Aylesbury——that is to say, the money 
influence was forthcoming for this purpose, 
and without it no Buckinghamshire constitu- 
ency would have sent him or any other to 
Parliament. . Thus Mr. Layard began poli- 
tical life in the school of the Whigs, and by 
the grace of the Whigs, and was destined 
forever to skip over the saloons of the Whigs, 
and, as a good disciple, it was intended he 
should become their obedient slave, and eat 
whatever crumbs of office they cast beneath 
their table for Samaritan dogs and untitled 
gentry. But, as I have intimated, Mr Lay- 
ard had a soul as well as a body ; and he had 
written hooks which proved that his soul was 
fresh, young, and untainted. For example, 
in his first literary production he had said, 
‘“* Who cannot but admire the poor, half- 
naked Arab who, entrusted with a message 
from his Sheikh to the Pasha of Bagdad, 
walks proudly up to the great man’s sofa, 
and seats himself unbidden upon it as_his 
equal?” That was the principle which Mr. 
Layard dared to carry out in the House of 
Commons among the proud aristocracy of 
England. He would work with them as an 
equal or not at all; but if the Whigs had 
conceded such a condition, they would have 
given up their divine right and supremacy. 
Mr, Layard persevered, and they cried, “‘Who 
art thou 7—who made you what you are 1— 
officious fool! sit down in silence or go to 
Constantinople and Nineveh.” Mr. Lay- 
ard continued to persevere while the Os- 
bornes, the Lowes and the Molesworth were 
snuffed out—he persevered, I say, and the 
aristocracy raised the cry that he was not 
modest ; but at last he became a power, and 
then it was, a few nights ago, that the Com- 
mons sought to terrify bis spirit, and then it 
was he became deserted even by those mem- 
bers who speak in his favour in public meet- 
ing; but mark the end! Baited by the aris- 
tocracy, bow-stringed by the Whigs and de- 
serted by friends, he has earned a name which 
only requires to be pronounced in order to 
compel the great congregation of English- 
men to rise from their seats and grow wild 
in their expressions of applause. ‘Cherefore, 
when Mr. Layard, in future, speaks in the 
Commons, he speaks with England behind 
him—a power which the greatest of our liv- 
ing statesmen cannot at this time command. 
He has the people by his side, and we shall 
soon see how Whigs and Ministers, and 
Life Guardsmen, will mitigate their ferocity. 

Three years ago | had the pleasure of 
hearing Mr. Layard deliver one of the first 
(if not the very first) political speeches it was 
his fortune to make. He had gone down to 
Aylesbury to present himself before his adopt-. 
ed constituents, and it became his duty t& 
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What laughter convulsed | 


appear in. the presence of the people. With 
great frankness, and without any reserve, he 
confessed his ignorance of political affairs, 
and this confession emboldened aclergyman to 
say that Mr. Layard might do very well to 
dig up the old:cities' of the Iast, but was a 
most unfit man’ to legislate for moderm soci- 
ety. Mr. Layard retorted that he had un- 
fortunately been occupied’ in investigating 
the records of the past rather than the pre- 
sent, but he appealed to the assembly to say 
whether he might not be of some service to 
lis country, seeing he had discovered that 
cities as great and noble as our own had ex- 
isted in an old world, and had encountered 
ruin through corruption, misgovernment and 
priestcraft. No great depth of mind- was 
needed to perceive the force of this observa- 
tion. Mr. Layard’s audience burst into a 
loud cheer, they helped the Whigs to send 
him to the House of Commons, and all this 
happened, I need not say, before war with 
Russia and Sebastopol inquiry made it plain 
that there is an England to be saved as much 
as that there was a buried Nineveh to be 
brought to thelight of day. The question is, 
can the man who did the one execute the 
other ? 

.And why not? Are we forever to be 
told that it is a crime to aspire to, the gov- 
ernment of a country, and that British youth 
must have no ambition except to bow its 
neck beneath the feet of hereditary States- 
men? The British youth who, in times of 
danger, aspires not to lead the nation out of 


its troubles deserves not to live, and the same 
God that gave wings to the eagle and strength 
to the ox implanted the daring passion of am- 
bition in the breast of the young man, for it 
is the youth of the country that gives live, 
and without its youth it ceases to be. Old 
politicians like they Whigs have lived upon 
violated professions. ‘Chey have outraged 
the sense of justice, and they have profaned 
the sacred name of liberty. ‘Chey have made 
the science of politics an intrigue, and the 
government of the State a question of self- 
interest, But the time has come for this 
abominable thing to be put down; if not 
put down let Britain perish. The choice is 
inevitable. Well,letthe British youth, with 
a Layard to teach it action, choose that 
political .craft should sink and die, and all ts 
well. Mr. Layard traversed the sacred 
Kast, and his eyes penetrated deeper than 
the surface, even beneath the crust of the 
earth, and he said, ‘‘ Nineveh lies there, and 
Nineveh shall be laid open.” It was done. 
He had no fortune, he had few friends, but it 
was done; and greater deeds remain for 
youth and energy to effect, if only the healthy 
manhood of England will look beyond the 
materialistic phisosophy of the age and the 
accursed thirst for gold.

British and Foreign Anti-Slavery 
Society. 


The Sixteenth Annual Meeting of this 
Society was held on Friday evening at 
Crosby Hall, Bishopsgate street, Mr. Samuel 
Gurny in the chair. The Secretary, Mr. 
Chameroyzow, read the Report. After re- 
ferring to the progress of the Anti-slavery 
movement in Cuba, Brazil, Persia, Turkey, 
Holland Spain Africa, and numerous other 
countries, it alluded to Amerita, where the 
struggle between freedom and Slavery had 
been most severe. The progress of the 
movement had been somewhat impeded by 
the Know-nothing party, but, nevertheless, 
it was most encouraging. In Holland, a Bill 
had been passed by, which, in 1860, 3,600 
slayes in the. Dutch East India Colonies 
would acquire their freedom. In Portugal, 
it was the desire of the Government to take 
early steps for the abolition of Slavery, and 
some steps had been taken in the right direc- 
tion. During the year the Committee had 
carried on an unusually active correspondence 
in the four quarters of the Globe on the vari- 
ous subjects embraced within the Society’s 
operations. An address had been recently 
forwarded to Marshal Ispartero on a con- 
tinuance of the Slave-trade to Cuba, and on 
the subject of Slavery in the Spanish Colo- 
nies, requiring that, in accordance with treaty 
obligatious, all the slaves who have been 
surreptitiously imported and their descendants 
shall be set free. The Report referred with 
regret to numerous instances in which Eng- 
lishmen residing in England were the hold- 
ers of slaves in foreign colonies. It also 
touched on the connexion existing between 
the Turkish Missions Aid Society and the 
American Board of Missions, which, it was 
alleged, was implicated in the question of 
Slavery. Every effort was being made to 
procure a repeal of the law of South Caro- 
lina relating to colored seamen, but nothing 
decisive had beep done. ‘The financial state- 
ment was more satisfactory than in former 
years. All the liabilities of the society had 
been discharged, and a small balance remain- 
ed in the hands of the Treasurer. 

The Rey. A. B. Hitt moved, and Dr. 
Hewtetrr seconded, the adoption of the 
Report, which was agreed to. 

The Rey. Curpnert G. Youne, Secre- 
tary of the Turkish Missions Aid Society, 
addressed the chair. He had come to the 
meeting anxious Jest any allusion should be 
made to the Society to which he belonged, 
which were composed of men who were out- 
spoken on the subject of Slavery—such as 
Lord Shaftesbury, the Hon. A. Kinnaird, 
Sir Edward Buxton, and others. He stated 
that the Americans had been at work with 
their Missions in Turkey for twenty-five 
years, that these Missions were almost inde- 
pendent of the American Board of Control, 
and that the London Society, which had 
sent out to them 1,100/., in order to extend 
native agency and promote Scriptural edu- 
cation;.cil not tli k they were thereby pro- 
moting Slavery. They would tremble at the

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while it was also a fact, that

Binney, and James Sherman, were men de« > 
sirous of truth and righteousness, and - wlio 
thought that in the peculiar position of Tur= 
key, there has been an opening for throwing 
in the light of the Scriptures.. Those fren- 
tlemen, he was sure, had done all for the best. 
The meeting had, therefore, better leave the 
question of connexion with the American 
Board alone. 

Mr. Groron Tompson seconded the 
second Resolution, enjoining upon every 
friend of humanity the principles of the So- 
ciety. . The speaker was proceeding to-en 
join upon the meeting that the way in which 
they should act, in order to ensure complete 
success, was to preserve the principle/of abo- 
lition pure, by denouncing any such tonnec> 
tion with the American Board as Ia Ween 
alluded to in the Report, when 


Mr. Gurney rose and said, that he must 
prohibit Mr. Thompson from discussing that 
question, as it bad been sufficiently dwelt 
upon already. 

Mr. Tuompson said he would not. touch 
upon it again. ‘ee 

Mr. Gurney repeated, that it was his 
judgment that the subject should not be 
further alluded to, and he would not suffer 
Mr. ‘Thompson to re-open a point which had 
already been discussed, 

Upon this, Mr. Txompson sat down; 
but, being loudly called for by the meeting, 
rose again, and continued to address it, de- 
nouncing, amid repeated bursts of applause 
and cheering, every one, no matter what 
their rank, who in any way whatever would 
countenance a Pro-Slavery Board. 

Mr. A. O. Witcox seconded the Reso- 
lution. 

The Resolution was supported by Wine 
L1AM Crort, formerly aslave. 

After the third Resolution was proposed 
by Mr. F. Burke, of Montserrat, in a speech 
in which he bore witness to the successful 
results of abolition in the West Indies, and 
testified to the moral and intelligent condi- 
tion of the emancipated negroes; and after 
the Resolution had been seconded and car- 
ried, Mr. Alexander was about to move a 
vote of thanks to the Chairman, when 

Mr, Gurney rose, and said that he hoped 
no vote of thanks would be moved, as he 
should certainly not accept it. He was in 
some doubt, indeed, whether, after the attack 
upon Lord Shaftesbury and his friends, he 
should not have left the chair; but he felt 
that they were quite above any attack that 
had been made. 

Mr. Gzrorce THompson protested, that 
he had no thought of attacking Lord Shafies- 
bury, and said, that he had nothing of the 
sort in his mind. 

Mr. Gurney replied, that he could not 
otherwise interpret George ‘Thompson’s ob- 
servations, in reference to the Turkish Mis- 
sion and the American Board. ; 


An attempt was made by Mr. Alexander 
and the Secretary to adjust the difference ; 
but Mr. Gurney still refused a vote of thanks, 
and said he would not again preside. 

The meeting then separated. 
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The Anti-Slavery Meeting in Crosby 
Hall. 


It is with much pleasure that we publist; “= 
in the second edition of to-day’s Empire, a 
copious report of the Annual Meeting of the 
British and Foreign Anti-Slavery Society, 
which was held in Crosby Hall, last night. 
‘The meeting equailed in attendance, enthusi- 
asm, and general interest, any similar demon- 
strations which baye taken place of late 
years; and seeing the grave and peculiar cir- 
cumstances in which we were now placed, it 
more than realised our anticipations, It will 
be seen from our report that a great variety 
of topics connected with the momentous ques- 
tion of slavery: were discussed by the speal- 
ers in an earnest and animated, but practical 
and instructive manner, which, while it evok- 
ed the expression of a true English feeling 
against the abomination of the slave system, 
at the same time afforded the audience that 
information which it should be the chief aim 
of such meeting to diffuse. The report of 
the secretary contains an able digest of the 
principal events which have marked the his- 
tory of both the pro-slavery and the anti- 
slavery movements in the four quarters of the 
globe during the past year. ‘I'he discussion 
on the American Board of Commissioners 
for Foreign Missions was the only subject 
which disturbed the harmony of the proceed- 
ings; but we do not regret that on such an 
appropriate occasion an opportunity present- 
ed itself for again placing before the British 
public a statement of the true position of one 
of the most powerful"pro-slavery religious in- 
stitutions which exist in the United States 
of America. We cordially wish success to 
the labours of the British and Foreign Anti- 
Slavery Society, and earnestly trust that 
many meetings like that which took place 
last night may be held in time to come uader

Gf the guests, in great numbers, assembled ;. but 
their horror and dismay, just as they were about 
enter into the festivities of the occasion, a cry 
Was heard, ‘the Philistines be upon thee;’ and 
‘40! some two or three hundred white persons, 
; Mostly youths and boys, from different parts of 
the town, entered the building, demolished the 
“trockery, glass, &c., destroyed all the viands, and 
caused the frightened guests to flee in every direc- 
—tion. Such disturbances are certainly very dis- 
reputable, and the surest way to prevent a recur- 
rence of them in the future, will be to refuse per- 
mits for any more. They are certainly calculated 
to. engender a state of feeling and stir up an ex- 
citement which might result in much more seri- 
ous mischief than was done last night. 

Where the blame for this disturbance properly 
rests we are not prepared to say, but we feel satis- 
fied that every good citizen will agree with us, 
that the renting of the hall, and the granting of the 
Permit, for such a purpose, was, in the first place, 
deciledly wrong, and that the failure on the part 
of Soa beat officers to make some efforts 
fo prevént the disturbance, or restore order after 
it has been commenced, 
hot mote so, 

So great was the uproar for an hour or more, 
that. seyeral persons living in the immediate 
. Deighbouirhood, especially timid and delicate 

females, became so terrified and alarmed as to be 

made quite sick. or the sake of morality and 
good order, we sincerely hope that the proper 
authoritics will, in future, take a decided stand 
to prevent all such exhibitions, by refusing all 
permits, let them come from what source they 
may, or be recommended by what party soever.”’ 


The Washincton “ Organ’ also contains 
a statement of the affair, as follows :— 


Quite a breeze was created among the inhabi- 
tants of our sister city, upon the news being told 
them that a party of colored individuals were to 
give a ball in Forrest Hall, last night. <A large 
number of white people entered the hall, before 
the time for the gaiety to commence, and destroy- 
ed the refreshments and other’ arrangements and 
dishes, and caused a general stampede among the 
blacks. A mecting then assembled, of citizens, 
and passed a resolution denunciatory of a white 
man‘named Richard Trunnel, who hired the hall 
ot Mr. Forrest for the negroes. 

Three. colored women, belonging to Mr. G. 
Ridgely, who .were On an errand, were met by 
the crowd, and were most unmercifully beaten, 
being suspected of intending to go to the ball.”

tainment of like character, in which the most 
refined of the white population of either 
Georgetown or Washington have participat- 
ed during the past season. The greatest 
regal tyrants the world has ever seen have 
usally desired to see the masses of the 
people forgetting their political oppression in 
songs and dances, and festivity, even com- 
manding them tosing the Songs of Zion; 
but the oppression of American slavery is 
sv fearful and maglignant in its nature, that 
the slave, in the evening hour, when the 
Jabours of the day are past, may not feast 
upon the good things he has bought, nor 
dance, nor be joyous, but must crouch before 
the jealous and tyrannical mob who rush in 
upon him, “demolish the crockery, glass, 
&c., destroy the viands, cause the frightened 
guests to flee in every direction,” and beat 
women “unmercifully” whom they suspect 
of intending to go to the ball! 

How long will this Republic be disgraced 

by the*commission of such deeds, even at 
the very portals of its Capitol ? 

An advertisement in the Washington Star 
contain the following passage :— 

When the company had assembled, and were 
about to commence their entertainment, a 
large number of white persons thrust themselves 
into the rooms, insulted the women, beat the 
mien, and carried off the eatables and devoured 
them more like beasts than civilized beings. 
Some of the women, to avoid insalt, locked 
themselves up in a room; but the assailants 
awaited without for two hours, until they made 
their appearance, when was renewed the work 
of asssult, ‘The screams of these poor creatures 
were indeed terrible, and aroused many a family 
from their peaceful sluambers During the first 

art.of this occurrence .(and nearly throughout), 
frobecrved a watchman with his mace, standing 
quietly looking on, apparently enjoying the fun 
as much as the disturbers of the peace.

double quick time,” and having held him up 
to the world as a much abused “ gentleman,” 
they are probably ashamed to expose the 
lying propensities of their protege. No! 
Mr. Courter, a mob did not prevent the 
slaves from returning; but after Shawhan 
had made himself obnoxious, by inquiries at 
their meetings, and other clear evidences of 
a bad intention, the colored people did what 
you taught them by your southern example 
to do, they made him “git” We are ut- 
terly opposed to mob law, believing that in 
this country, the proper way is the better, 
and hope that the colored people will yet 
see to it, to bring the strong arm of the law 
to bear upon every slaveholding miscreant 
who may intrude himself ‘into the Canadas, 
for such purposes as Messrs. Shawhan and 
Payne have come.

The proposition of the Chatham Commit- 
tee is excellent. From what we learn, the 
idea meets with general favor 5 and we hope 
to see that many meetings will take up the 
matter, so nobly begun at Chatham. The 
colored people of Canada are right on the 
war question. ‘Their experience of tyrants 
is too thorough, not to feel, that with a power 
so determined to disregard the rights of other 
sovreignties, and people, as Russia, there 
must be prompt and decisive action ; and also 
that the Allies who have assumed the fearful 
responsibility of arresting the great invader, 
and especially to Her Most Gracious Ma- 
jesty, there should be given the most substan- 
tial sympathy that a subject can give to his 
sovereign, viz.: vigorous arms, and determin- 
ed, willing hearts. We do not despair of 
the destruction of the begging influence ulti- 
mately, when we remember that this loyal 
movement, has its rise in the same section 
where its minions have been rampant. Such 
men must be Jed by nobler men than Fair- 
field. Though a friend to peace, when there

True Band Society—Refugees? Home— 
Poor Fugitives, &c. 


Dran Mapam,—Permit me to inform you 
of what is going on in our village. We 
have formed what is called the “ True Band 
Society,” under a different form from any 
other that you are acquainted with. The 
inhabitants of this place, as you know, are 
opposed to begging, in every form, and were 
among the first to speak out boldly against 
it, but they are not opposed to this “ True 
Band ;” and we hope that just such an one 
may be formed in Toronto, as we have here, 
and not like some of those formed in other 
places. I think there would be a great 
change in the Province, were such to be 
formed as ours. 


We held a meeting last night, and passed, 
by a large majority, a vote against the beg- 
ging system. I hope to be able to give, 
next week, a full account of it, and other 
things going on here. 

We have had, in the past week, six new 
arrivals from Virginia, two women and four 
men, all happy to have landed safe on this 
side of * Jordan,” and very grateful to those 
who aided them in their journey. As we 
want to stop that disgraceful begging, we 
shall keep you apprised of the proceedings 
of our Society, and our progress to that end. 
A. former letter from this place, alluded to 
the Refugees’ Home, permit me to reiterate 
that there is great dissatisfaction there at 
present. I had a conversation with some 
of the settlers on the land, and they told me, 
among other things, that as the price of land 
is raised in_that part of the country, so the 
Refugees’ Home Society has raised the price 
on the poor fugitives, not upon those just 
coming to buy and settle only, but upon 
those who have been on the land some time, 
and who bargained for the land at a lower 
rate. One of the poor fugitives who paid 
his money, went to raise his Deed from the 
Society, and was told, that as the land was

Haye we to 
ask then, if our wise fellow-subjects will not 
interpose, and save these injured men from 
the rapacity of those Michigan traitors to hu- 
manity, who, in ti@ name of the poor slave, 
and shielded by their pretended honesty 
and a self.assumet#position mislead the world 
about the Home Society? Our noble Par- 
liament, under Lord Elgin, very wisely re- 
fused to allow the Society, by Mr. King, to 
become a Land speculating Society, and, 
neither did Mr. King want it to be or make 
it. How is it then that a company of men in 
Michigan can carry out all the tricks of a 
jobbing company, on our soil with impunity ? 
There is neither justice, humanity, nor reason 
in it; and those parties in Canada or the 
States, who, in their speeches recommended 
the Refugees’ Home, and whose papers are 
now silent, knowing, as they do, the great 
wrong done by the begging for it, are the 
slaves worst enemies. The men now on 
the Home, should stay there; the land is 
theirs; they should not pay. one farthing 
more; and if the Home Society tries to eject 
them, through the Rev. C. Foor, or any 
other body contemptible enough to do to- 
wards the fugitives as he has done, and can 
do, let them defend their firesides. There 
are dark passages in the history of that Re- 
fugees’ Home, that will compare with scenes 
in Kansas, for arbitrary character; and all I 
hope, is, that fugitives, when they find them- 
selves insulted by the Society’s men, will 
stand their ground, and: that as the land is 
for them, insist on keeping it at the first price. 
I would go further, and say, as it is theirs, 
let them go take it into their hands—who 
will say nay ?

Dear M. A. Suavp,—IJ promised, in my 
first, to say something in this one “ more 
particularly” about our business men. I 
would take great comfort in fulfilling that 
promise, just now, had I not to deplore the 
“oust” my unfortunate No. I. has raised. 
It is certainly unpleasant to have to take a 
flogging at any time, but not more so to me, 
than to have to stand by, in silence, and see 
others take the “dressing” that I was to 
have; but such has been my misfortune. 
There was too much truth in the statements 
made for those who, with Fairfield, and the 
other part of the community, though agree- 
ing with the statements, say the differences 
amon¢ “ owr people should not be told: so 
there is a disposition tostrike down free scrib- 
bling, at least, by the men [I have always 
looked up to. The oaks of Chatham, are, I 
fear, disposed to bend to the storm. Every 
one able to cross a ¢, has been quizzed as to 
who wrote X. Y..Z., and one inoffensive son 
of the North has had to bear the castigation 
so fully prepared for me. It is too bad to 
begin a career of the kind under such un- 
favourable auspices. I know I should have 
owned the charge, and so saved Mr. W.~ I 
know it was cowardly to stand by and see a 
man deny having said what I did, and not 
step forward and say: “I am your man;” 
but prudence tells me it would not have been 
safe. There are some great changes to 
make, and if, by too little caution, I should 
prevent them from being consummated, I 
would ever after regret that I had not re- 
mained incog. You, Madam Editor, as well 
as myself, are charged with doing wrong to 
Dr. Stanton. That is, I beg to think, a 
gratuitous charge, as the gentleman’s propo- 
sitions, being hand in hand with Fairfield, as 
he was, show what he is.

To the Editress of the Provincial Freeman : 


Drar Mapam,—Allow me to offer a few 
remarks, through the columns of your valu- 
able paper, if you think them worthy of a 
place. The subject I refer to is called the 
“True Band” Society, got up by one Mr. 
Fairfield, and Doctor Stanton, a Quaker, 
from Newport, Indiana. Those two gentle- 
men were through Canada, a few weeks ago, 
and I believe for the purpose of organizing 
societies among the colored people; and after 
using considerable exertion in other parts of 
this Province, holding meetings and forming 
societies, met, as they said, with great success. 
They were here in this City; they held two 
meetings; the first to make their object 
known, and the second, to form a society. 
These meetings were held in the A.M. E. 
Chapel, and were largely attended; indeed, 
I was at the first, and there was such a 
crowd, I scarcely could get. my nose inside 
the door; this was held on Sunday evening, 
May the 6th, and Mr. Fairfield addressed 
the meeting; he spoke at a considerable 
length, and insisted on the necessity of or- 
ganizing societies throughout Canada, among 
the colored people, for the purpose of placing 
them in a position to receive all monies, 
clothing, and other donations that may be 
sent in to Canada for their good. After 
Mr. Fairfield had got through speaking, 
Doctor Stanton got up and made some re- 
marks, and read a Constitution that he had 
previously prepared, under which he said 
they might form societies, as that was the 
only way they could ever grow up to be a 
people. After the Doctor had ended, Mr. 
Fairfield again rose, and said: there were 
large sums of money in the United States, 
waiting tobe sent to the colored people of 
Canada, and would be sent as soom as they 
could be organized into societies. By this 
time the people were excited to the highest 
pitch, and some one moved for a meeting to 
be appointed on the following evening, for 
the purpose of forming a society. This ap- 
peared to meet the approbation of almost 
the entire mecting, and accordingly it was 
carried, and the two gentlemen above-men- 
tioned were requested to attend, Monday 
evening, May the 7th. This meeting I did 
not attend; but I am informed, it was also 
addressed by Mr. Fairfield and Doctor Stan- 
ton; and, I was further informed, that they 
so completely overcame the people, that they 
were ready to do anything they told them. 
The Constitution was read, and a society 
formed; and after some slight contention, it 
was thought best to appoint another meet- 
ing on the following Monday evening, for the 
purpose of electing their yearly officers. I 
was not present at that meeting, but was 
told it was anything but a pleasant one, al- 
though so large a number took part in those 
meetings, and seemed to be carried away 
with the idea of Four Mitton or Doxiars! 
which Mr, Fairfield said, would be sent in from 
the United States, and placed at the disposal 
of these organizations! Yet, there are many 
others in this city, who do oppose the entire 
scheme; but being in the minority, many of 
them did not attend those meetings. Now, 
I think, this Society will end as all such have 
done, in a disgrace to the colored people. 
I am of the opinion that the time has come 
that the colored people do not require in 
Canada these distinct societies of sympathy 
and begging, that have been entailed on them 
by their so-called friends. I think it is fa 
better to leave them on a footing with others 
and keep down those lines of distinction that 
are so industriously sought to be made, to 
separate the black from the white.

THE WAR. 


The news is of the utmost impobtance and 
exciting character, conveying, as it does, 
three distinct successes by the allies. By 
the last arrival we have a brief account that 
_the French, had driven the Russians from a 
strong position of defence before Sebastopol. 
This occurred during the nights of the 22d 
and 23d, and was a most sanguinary affair, 
the place being defended by nearly the 
whole garrison. ‘The losses on both sides 
‘in killed and wounded is set down at 8000. 
“Gen. Pelissier says the Russian loss was 
enormous,’ and that of his own troops con- 
-siderable, but much less. The French re- 
‘tained their position. 


“Prince Gortschakoff’s account is thus— 


Yesterday evening, 17 battalions of the 
French, with reserves, attacked our trench of 
‘counter approach, commenced the day be- 
fore, in front of Bastions Nos. 5 and 6. The 
combat was sanguinary and lasted during the 
whole night. Our 12 battalions Jost nearly. 
2,500 men in driving back the enemy. 
Pelissier telegraphs under date of 25th, 1 
p- m:—To-day we, have occupied the line 
Tchernaya.—The enemy, who were not in 
force, offered little resistance and retreated 
into the hills). We have definitely, estab- 
lished ourselves in the works carried during 
the nights of the 22nd & 23rd. An armistice 
was agreed on for burying the dead, and we 
were enabled to form an estimate of the 
enemy’s losses; they must be about five or 
six thousand killed and wounded. 


_ May 26.—The enemy has made no de- 
‘monstration either in front of the place or 
against our lines on the Tchernaya. ‘The 
works of fortification at Kamroch are pro- 
gressing. The sanitary condition of the army 
‘continues: good. 

May 27, 9 a.m.—The expedition to Kertsch 
and Yenikale has been attended with complete 
success. ‘I'he enemy fled at the approach of 
the Allies. They blew up their power maga- 
zines, destroyed their batteries, and burned 
their steamers. 

‘The Sea of Azoff is occupied by the allied 
squadron. 

It is supposed in Paris that Pelissier had 
attacked and routed Liprandi’s forces, 

Canrobert was reported wounded, and anoth- 
er General killed. This rumour was regard- 

ed as very doubtful. 


Lord Raglan telegraphs as follows:—“ May 
27th.—We are masters of the Sea of Azoff, 
without any casualties. The troops landed at 
Kertsch on her Majesty’s birthday (24th,) and 
the. enemy fled, blowing up their fortifications 
on both sides of the strait, and destroying their 
steamers. Some vessels, and fifty guns have 
fallen into the hands of the Allies.”

The Sardinian contingent had been landed 
in splendid condition, and fully supplied with 
all the materials of war.

Hulligan, having applied for work to Mr. R. 
Bardwell, the foreman of a quarry in con- 
nexion with the Hamilton and Toronto Rail- 
way; he told them quietly that he had no 
need for them, but might employ them’soon. 
Hulligan then took him by the vest, in a 
seemingly jocular manner, when O’Donnell, 
standing behind, struck him with a pick-axe 
on the back of the head, and felled him to 
the ground insensible.

All packages, con- 
taining Soap, Candles, Pipes, Nails, Chains, 
Paints, Spices, Nuts, Vermiceli, Macaroni, Glass 
Tin, Canada Plates, ‘Tins, Trunks and Jars con- 
taining Merchandise, and all other packages in 
which the goods are usually exposed for sale, or 
which necessarily or generally accompany the 
goods when sold.

OF THE 
UPrewvimetinn Uroni@me 


Articue I. 


We, the undersigned, associate for the purpose 
of carrying out the following Pledge :—. 

BELIEVING in the necessity of measures to further pro- 
mote Literature, General Intelligence, Active Benevolence, 
the Principles of Universal Freedom, and a British Union, 
not based on complexional considerations, and in the im- 
perative duty now resting upon us to thwart the plans now 
maturing to array one class of Her Maiesty’s subjects 
against another, and increasing class on the grounds of the 
complexional characteristics and origin of the latter, we 
pledge ourselves to do all in our power in our associated 
capacity, as members of this Union, and in our private 
capacity, as Citizens,—Ist: To promote a heathy harmony 
and to diffuse a loyal spirit among those of Her Majesty’s 
subjects with whom we may associate or come in contact. 
2nd. ‘To encourage and support a Press, or those Presses, 
in Canada, which will stand on the watch-tower to notify 
the citizens of this country against the unjust imputations, 
reflections and designs of many in the United States and 
this country, who would carve out a policy for emigrants, 
formerly bond, and free, different from white emigrants 
who may and do settle herein, by counselling the former to 
be a “good peasantry” for the latter, as their highest ambi- 
tion; or to aggregate themselves into exclusive communities 
or to look upon the West Indies as the home for the mass, 
in preference to the free soil of Canada ; thereby promul- 
gating the dangerous doctrine that God’s children of diffe- 
rent complexions, cannot live together under the British 
Lion in British America, unless those of darker hue, 
become “ hewers of wood and drawers of water? to those 
of white complexion. 8rd. To do allin our power to re- 
move the stain of Slavery from the face of the earth, and 
particularly, as subjects of Great Britain, to check its-pro- 
gress in America by all legitimate means; and 5th.
